‘well. in water and on ice, a French expé- 
dition backed by the Ministry of Marine 
plaps..to attempt to reach the North 
Pole next Summer... On these amphibious

The automo- 
bile party will continue the journey over

This ambitious venture will be led by. 
Naval. Lieutenant. Sales, And among 
those already picked to take part are 
Lites. de Baysers and Lieutenant 
@ Arcis meteorological and wireless 
experts. — Ministries of Marine and 
Education and ‘many scientific: societies 
in France are watking the expedition, 
the cost of which is estimated at 3,000,- 
000,000 ‘francs, 

Its success depends on an invention of 
Captain Otto Sverdrup, the Norwegian 
explorer who piloted the Fram through 
the ice three years ago. He has invented 
and is having constructéd in Norway 
six mystery sleighs which. it is claimed 
will. travel over the roughest ice at 20 
to -25 kilometers (12% to 415% miles); 
an hour, will swim across water lanes 
and climb onto ice packs by their own 
power. The secret of their construction 
is being closely guarded for the moment, 
but trials will>take place in January ‘n 
the Gulf of Finland under Arctic condi- 
tions, in the presence of Lieutenant Sales 
and representatives of the French and 
Norwegian Governments. 


Sleigh Party to Explere. 


Captain Sverdrup will be in command 
of the sleigh expedition and Lieutenant 
Sales of the airplane party. When 
loaded, five of the six sleighs will weigh 
ten tons. .The sixth will be a Hght car 
for reconnoissance purposes. Two will 
be used to carry seaplanmes to the polar 
region and may be abandoned there, only 
four being used for ‘the exploration 
across the great Z,000-kilometer trek over 
the totally unknown region between the 
Pole and Alaska. 

‘The expedition will be made up of six- 
teen meh, ten for the sleighs and six 
— the planes. They will leave France 

by the end of April and reach King’s 
Bey. — by the middle of May.

After racing with a fire th her hold

Several, boats were stand- 
ing by in angweryft the whistles from 
the blazing steamers The sea was calm, 
The wihd was blowing from the stern 
of’ the ship, Htowever, ‘streaming the 
flames over the -bow. Some passengers 
were hanging over the bow on ropes 
waiting to be picked up by lifeboats, It 
appeared from shore that Some persons 
had slipped into. the water. . Whether 
ithey were being picked: ‘up could not “be 
determined, pending the arrival of boats 
at the pier. 
- From 11:30 o'clock last night, whén

For the First Time None of the Five 
Will Be Awarded This Year. 
STOCKHOLM, Nov. 17 (4).—For the 
first time since the first Nobel prizes

Board of Directors of the Nobel Fund 
today, The reason for this decision was 
not made public.. 

The prize in physics awarded last 
week to Professor Manne Siegbahn, of 
Lf University of Upsala was that ‘for 


In previous’ years prizes in one or 
more of the individual classifications 
have been witheld, but never until this 
year has it been decided to award none 
of the five. The five prizes are Physics, 
Chemistry, Medicine or Physiology, Lit- 
erature and the Nobel Peace Prize. The 
Swedish Academy of ‘Science awards the 
first two; . Stotkholm ' Faculty of 
Medicine, the third; the Swedish Acad- 
emy of Literature awards the Hterature 
prize, and the Peace Prize is awarded 
by a committee of five elected by the 
Norwegian Storthing. 

It was announced today that the 1924 
physics prize to Professor Siegbahn was 
in recognition of his tmportant discover- 
fes in the X-ray spectra of the elemen- 
tary substances.

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| GIFT TAX LAW UNDER FIRE. 


Plaintiff — ‘It Makes Direct Gevy 
and ts Unconstitutional. 


The constitutionality of the Federal 

Gift Tax law was disputed in an argu- 
ment heard yesterday by Federal Judge 
Hand in an action instituted by-George 
McNeir of 580 Park Avenue to recover 
$47,284 paid to the Government as a tax 
on @ gift of $810,000 made by the plain- 
tiff to his wife 4nd two sons: The law 
became effective June 2, 1924, and was 
enacted to enable the Government to tax 
all gifts because of the belief that sqme 
were made to’ evade the inheritance tax, 
Mr. McNeir’s gift was ir the form of a 
trust in the custody of the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company. It was made 
on Jan. 8, —* nearly six months before 
the gift law ‘became operative, 
Frederick Geller, counsel for the plain- 
tiff, contended that the act was not re- 


be a tax on property and>that 
if it was a direct tax it should be ap- 
portioned according to population, It 
was also contended that if it was an in- 
direct tax it was/made a direct tax by 
the fact that the law imposing it vee 
retroactie 

Frederick Cc. Bellinger, an assistant to 
United States Attorney Buckner, denied 
that the tax was levied on property but 
only on the use of property and there- 
fore was an indirect tax. Mr. Bellinger 
alao said that the law provided for a 

on all gifts made during, the year 
19a, and that its retroactivity was con- 
stitutional and d id not change the indi- 
rect tax toa direct tax. 

During the argument Mr. Geller stated 
that so far the Governnient had collected 
only about $7,000,000 through the new 
law, and that. about $4,000,000 of this 
was collected before the law became ef- 
fective. Decision was reserved. 

Mr. Buckner said that the case Was in 
the nature of a test of the constitution- 
ality of the law because it was the first 
one brought in the courts.

The 
only permanent remedy, ‘1 fact, is an 
extension of the Constitution broadly 
analogous to that by which the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission has 
developed, though perhaps not going 
quite so far.

A MERCHANT MARINE ‘POLICY. 


After a conference with President 
Cooper. on Monday, Senator Jongs 
announced that when Congress-met he 
would introduce a bill providing for 
one-man control and operation of the 
Government’s° merchant fleet. Re- 
gional representation on the Shipping 


that body would have little more than 
regulatory powers if Congress accepted 
his bill. On the same day 200 dele- 
gates, including shipping men, ship- 
manufacturers, merchants, 
farmers, stock raisers and representa- 
tives of labor, assembled in Washing; 
ton under the auspices of the Cham- 
ber of Commeérce of the United States 
to discuss means for the development 
of a satisfactory marine policy. The 
features of. the opening day \were a 
defense of the Shipping Board's work 
by Chairman.o' ConNoR and an address 
by Secretary Hoover. Except for 
brief introductory remarks, the latter 
consisted of a letter. which. he had 
written to Chairman WuitTe of the 
House Committee on Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries. It reflects the conclu- 
sions of a report made by a commit- 
tee df: the Chamber of Commerce after 
a six mbnths’ survey of economic con- 
ditions relating to shipping, and also 
it indicates the legislation Mr._Hoover 
believes to be necessary. He laid down 
this. principle: 

We shall never have a réal or satio- 


factory merchant marine until it is 
owned and maintained by private 
enterprise. 

That had been said a hundred times 
before, “but “the~ Shipping Board's 
snail-like progress required that it be 
Tepeated- with emphasis on ‘such an 
occasion: The unfitness .of the Gov- 
ernment to. function - Mr. ’ Hoover 
made plain: 

The Government cannot operate 
cheaply. It cannot secure revenue. as 
large as private enterprise. It can- 
not ‘avoid the interminable difficul- 
ties and wastes of bureaucracy, and, 
above. all, the direct and ‘indirect 
political pressures. Furthermore, Gov- 
_ ernment operation “and . competition 
with » private« enterprise, with _ the 
United Treasury @s°a reserve 
fund, to dulis private initiative.

FEDERAL TAX ADMINISTRATION. 

The Board-of Tax Appeals-overrules 
the practice of the Treasury in admin- 
istering several income tax levies in 
which the amount payable depends 
upon the way in- which capital invest- 
ment is calculated:- A tax assessment 
in 1925, under a levy which has since 


to disturb accounts closed -in~1919., 
The Treasury ruled that the capital 
investment of any year should be re- 
duced by ‘the taxes accrued and pay-’ 
able with respect to the profits.of the 
preceding year, To discover excess 
profits it. was necessary to find a cap- 
ital basis upon which the profits could 
be reckoned. But accounts. ot a cor- 
poration are kept to. show its relations 
with its shareholders rather than with 
tax ‘coHectors. That is how capital 
becomes @ liability; a‘debt to those who 
have ‘confributed it, and is not the 
number: of dollars expressed on its 
face, as some Jegislators and reformers 
think.’ Real capital is something very 
different from capital shares. 

In the case in which the Treasury 
has been overruled it was necessary to 
discover capital on which to estimate 
profits: Business men and good ac- 
countants think there can be no in- 
come unless capital is maintained in- 
tact. When profit is paid out of capital 
the concern is doomed. The Treasury's 
rule that capital sHould be. redu 
by taxes paid would be right if 
taxes were paid from capital. But 
they are’ paid from income, as an ex- 
pense, and in the case decided the 
amount of the tax payable is in in- 
verse proportion té6 the capital. .The 
larger the capital the less the tax. The 
smaller the capital the larger the tax. 
The Tax Appéals Board rules that 
nothing -in the statute requires the 
capital to be reduced and the tax in- 
creased. On the assumption that the 
board is sustained by the courts “ all 
“ excess profits taxpavers are entitled 
“to file claims for refunds for taxes 
‘unlawfully collected. * * * . Tre- 
‘““mendous administrative difficulties 
** will be created due to the necessity 
** of passing upon thousands of such 

“ claims.” 

’ Here the Treasury's practice of ask- 
ing for waivers of tax claims becomes 
important... Many who have waived 
their right of litigation have lost their 
claims. The humber of claims not 
outlawed is not known, but probably 
is greater than the 200,000 returns 
under the laws of 1917 and 1918 alone.

COMMUNISTS IN COURT. 

The trial of twelve British Commu- 

nists on the charge of seditious libel 
and incitement to mutiny, just opened 
at the Old Bailey, was precedéd by a 
Magistrate’s hearing in the course of 
which the case for the prosecution and 
(defense was developed in detail. Also 
forecast was the high probability that 
in addition to a great mass of evidence 
on both sides there will be an impres- 
sive display of humgn nature. It is 
instructive that a Communist who ‘has 
openly broken with existing bourgeois 
institutions will not hesitate. to make 
usé of tactics reminiscent of Bardell 
versus Piekwick and of Jarndyce ver- 
sus Jarndyce.

An English author, whose books 
‘have sold better in the United States, 
he confesses, than in »England, has 
arrived. in New York announcing a 
program which is enough to make 
every. Américan exclaim: ‘‘ Oh, be my 
friend, and let me be thine!’’ He has 
not eome here to lecture. Ho ts not 
going to superintend the production 
of a play» In .no, way. does he pro- 
posé to exhibit himself. He admits 
that it would give him_jey if'he could 
penetrate into some of those: American 
homes whence. letters. of approval of 
his . wri ~havegone to him,..so 
that he could report what sunshine 
they had brought to him in.

LONDON, Nov. 17%—The complete 
text of lecture ,on the treatment. of 
cancer by injections of lead, which 
aroused world-wide interest when given 
by Dr.. W. Blair) Bell. at Toronto on 
Nov. 10, is published today in The Lan- 
cet. It is entitled ‘‘The Specific Char- 
acter ‘of Malignant Neoplasia, with 
Special Reference to e Control of 
Cancer from this Standpoint.’’ 

Dr. Bell. is Professor of Gynecology 
and Obsteterics at the \University ‘of 
Liverpool, and a member ef several 
leading medical associations. Most of 
his lecture is difficult for the layman 
to ‘understand, since it bristles ‘with 
words obscure to anybody except those 
deeply versed in medicine and surgery. 
Nevertheless it is apparent to any one 
reading it that claims are made for the 
lead treatment which, if justified, may 
revolutionize the treatment of one of 
the most dreaded scoyrges of mankind. 

Dr. .Bell’s experiments have extended 
over years and.he has had the assis- 
tance of- experts- 2 each step. The ex- 
perts include W. McLewis, who sub- 
aye the Pe Sel to biochemical tests; 

R.. Coope, an. expert in pharmaco- 
— and toxicology ; Professor Ernest 
Glyn, pathologist, and Dr. H. D. An- 
—— an expert in animal experimen- 

on. 

Moreover, when: it camé to. the, treat- 
ment of cancer in human beings, Dr. Bell 
has: had the assistance of a group of 
prominent physicians and-surgeons. The’ 
funds for ‘the work were provided by a 
group of Liverpool laymen who desired 
that Dr. Bell be enabled to verify his 
yiews on the lead treatment of cancer. 


Working Hypothesis as Basis. 


Dr. Bell was well aware of the diffi- 
culties in his path when he began’ his 
experiments. 

*In-the whole range of medical science 
there Js nothing of greater interest and 
importance than the control of malig- 
nant disease,”’ he says. ‘‘Even so, and 
in spite of the fact that I have expended 
much’ thought and ‘energy for seventeen 
years in attacking this question; I find 
it necessary to summon ‘all my courage 
to: deal in woras with a problem so dif- 
ficult, so engrossing, so momentous and, 
I may add, ‘at onee so contentious. 

*“*Those of us who enter the arena in 
the fight against cancer must do so un- 
fettered, having purified .our minds ‘of 
all preconceptions and prejudices,’’,

The essence of the formula: is that the 
foreign, nations. make tariff autonomy 
unconditional, ..whtle China agrees to 
make abolition. of the likin. uncondi- 
tional, both subject’ to details to be de- 
cided ‘later. 

{The likin, literally ‘‘contribution‘ ot a 
thousand th,”* is, a levy df one-tenth of 
1 per cent. imposed on goods in-transit 
within China. The tax, however, is col- 
lected at every ‘town and may thus rur 
into 20. per cent. or more before gootis 
reached their, destination, besides greatly 
retaining commerce.)

Again Mr. Sto- 
owski commanded his orchestra des- 
potically; again Beéthoven stood four- 
square to the universe, the most. pas- 
sionate revolutionist of them all, the 
warrior and prophet of a new era: No 
orchestra could have excelled, and few 
equalled, the technical qualities of this 
performance. For =the «precision of 
which this orchestra is capable. is 
equalled by its flexibility and .sensitive- 
ness; and, as we have said, Mr, Stokow- 
ski stood ‘at the right hand of the com- 


The final distinction of this concert, 
which placed it apart from other events 
of the kind, was Mr. Gabrilowitsch’s 
performance of thé concerto, The work 
is familiar, but in twenty-five years of 
orchestral concerts the writer has not 
heard it presented with the breadth, the 
fire and the nobility of conception that 
characterized it last night. This im¢ 
pressivun was due in ‘part to Mr, Stokow- 
ski, who collaborated with the most ad- 
mirable musicianship; but the concerto, 
after all, is in the hands of the pianist, 
and Mr. Gabrilowitsch gave of it a 
fabulous interpretation. .We say ‘‘fab- 
— ne the giant linen, ite enitedend 
playing, ts great lines, unliim 
power arfd rich musical feeling, that is 
said to have been frequent im a former 
day—which it certainly is Mot in’ this 
one. <A. Rubinstein . might “-have. *per- 
formed the Tschiakowsky erto as 
Mr, Gabrilowitsch performed it, “with a 
giant’s grip of its material, a "mastery 
and imagination which made the piano 
as potent an instrument as the orches- 
tra,- and one with almost. as many 
sonorities and colors’at command. For 
onee the lordly opening theme had its 
proper breadth; for once the peroration 
of the last movement had sufficient 
majesty. 

Pianist and conductor, by ‘the most 
felicitous treatment of line and ‘detail. 
gave thé composition the coherency 
which it may easily lose, and by~subtle 
fluctuations of pace, rhythm and phras- 
ing made every measure an engross- 
ing experience. They held back or 
flung themselves forward with 
judgment and equal impetuosity; they 
balanced orchestra and’ piano with>a 
skill probably. the result of deliberation, 
but ostensibly instinctive and inspired. 
When many pianists and many con- 
certos have been forgotten this perférm- 
ance will be remembered. It brought 
Mr. .Gabrilowitsch back to the stage for 
recall after recall, It delayed by many 
minutes the end of the concert.

Miss Steiner Again Cénducts at 
Metropolitan Concert for Her 
Foundation. 


The Emma R.. Steiner Foundation 
for the second time invited public- in- 
terest in its proposed Home for Aged 
Musicians. at Bayshore, L.. I., through 
a .concert at the Metropolitan Opera’ 
House last night. The veteran Miss Stel- 
ner, who had appeared here on April 30 
last, again conducted a program of old- 
time opera and operetta airs, including 
her own works, dating back to the 70s. 
The State Symphony Orchestra filled a 
well-set stage, where amid forest trees 
there was set up a-—iofty staff ‘with 
the American flag for the evening's 
final musical apostrophe. 

Some. of those assisting last night 
were Mrs. Oliver Harriman, a@s patron 
and guest of the Campfire Girls in Box 
1, nedr the stage; and Irving Berlin, 
who “presented,” so the program said, 
two of his songs *— by Yvette Ru⸗ 
gel. Other soloists cluded Mignon 
Sutorlus, soprano; W. T. Wetmoré, 
tenor, and Enzo Serafi an Italian 
Operatic baritone. “Mr. etmore and 
later Miss Steiner were among those 
addresting an audience that only in 
part filled the big: theatre. 

On ‘dehalf of the foundation it was, 
said that calls for_help had come from

Pierce Corporations Would Re-

UNFAIR METHODS DENIED 


Defendants Contend They Returned 
Properties in Better Finan- 
cial Conditions. 


Trial of a suit by the Pierce Oil Cor- 
poration and the Pierce Petroleum Cor- 
poration against Henry L! Doherty, as 
surviving partner of Henry L. Doherty 
& Co.; Henry Clay Pierce, the Citles 
Service Company and the Empire Gas 
and Fuel Company, Doherty companies, 
to recover $3,000,000 for losses alleged to 
have been sustained by the -Pierce prop- 
erties while they. were in control of 
defendants in 1922 and .1923, began 
yesterday before Supreme Court Justice 
Guy. ' Samuel Untermyer and Alvin Un- 
termyer represented the plaintiffs and 
former Secretary of War Lindley M. 
Garrison, ‘Robert Burns. and C. Walter 


, | Randall appeared for the defendants. 


Former Judge Alton B, Parker, Mr. 
Randall and Henry W. Anderson were 
also originally named-as defendants, but 
under an agreement between counsel the 
Court yesterday eliminated them in order 
to. shorten the trial, which is expected 
to consume considerable time. 

The Pierce Oil Corporation and the de- 
fendants in the case have been involved 
in litigation in this State and Virginia 
for several years. .The Virginia suit was 
brought on the ground that directors 
were illegally elected for the corpora- 
tion, which was organized in Virginia-in 
1922, and that Messrs. Doherty, Pierce, 
Parker ‘Anderson, A. H. Leach of Leach | 
& Co. and Edward W. Rollins of Rollins| 
& Co. and their associates seized‘ the 
Pierce Company’s assets and retained 
control of the. properties until June, 1923, 
—* thé Virginia Supreme Court ousted 


em, 

The $3,000,000 claimed in the present 
suit is alleged to represent losses sus- 
tained:in the business and profits made 
by Mr...Doherty and his companies from 
the sale of ofl to the Pierce companies 
while they were illegally in possess{on. 
The financial details under which the 
Doherty interests obtained control of 
the Pierce properties were set forth 
by Mr. Untermyer, who said that under 
the, management of Mr. Pierce the 
properties had lost many millions of 
dollars between the time its preferred 
stock was issued in 1919 and Oct. 1, 
1922, and in the last year alone had 
dropped $3,000,000. The companies’ 
credit had been destroyed, Mr. Unter- 
myer said, tle oil in tanks and stations | 
was pledged for a loan, 
accounts dwe, and there was about 
$1,000,000 due on current bills. 
Mr. Untermyer asserted that this 
situation came to Mr! Doherty's atten- 
tion on Sept. 29, 1922, and that he was 
interested ‘because he had been spend- 
ing- millions of dollars in seeking a 
distributing system for the oil ‘gathered 
by his corporations in Oklahoma, Texas 
and Kansas. It was alleged that having 
just lost $4,000,000 in an unsuccessful 
attemptto build up a distributing sys- 
tem. Mr. Doherty looked on the Pierce 
properties with an eager eye. 
Within a few hours after Mr. Do- 
herty learned of the plight of the Pierce 
properties,- Mr. Untermyer went on, 
an agreement was drawn by which Mr. 
Doherty was to advance prices to en- 
able the Pierce-epmpaniés. to meet cur- 
rent obligations. The attorney said 
that the only obligation entered into by 
Mr. Loge 84 was to advance $300,000 
for the dividend due Oct: 1, 1922, and 
that for this sum he came into pos- 
session of ‘property worth $25,000,000. 
Mr.. Untermyer declared that the Do- 
herty interests named their own direc- 
tors for. the Pierce companies and 
added:

Counsel for the defendants contend 
that Mr. Doherty and the companies 
controlled By him took no unfair ad- 
vantage of the Pierce companies, but 
that the properties were handed back 
with. their financial condition greatly 
improved.

HEARING-ON ELECTRIC RATES 


Public Service Body: Takes Up Hy- 
lan Complaint Against Edison Co. 


Another hearing was held’ yesterday 
by the Public Service Commission on the 
complaint. filed about two years ago by 
Mayor Hylan that electric rates charged 
by the New York Edison Company were 
too high and should be reduced to 5 
cents per kilowatt hour from 7; cents.
